Canadian Drive 
Against War Gossip 


Ottawa.—Department of national 
defence has started a general nation- 
wide campaign to educate Canadians 
in the danger of gossip about naval, 
military and air force matters during 
wartime. 

Notices appeared Tuesday in public 
buildings in Toronto carrying such 
warnings. They are similar to those 
posted at leading seaports early in 
the war and are the first efforts to 
carry the warning message to civil- 
ians at inland points. 

The object is to prevent idle circu- 
lation of information which might be 
picked up by enemy agents and re- 
layed to Germany. . While the bulk of 
information an enemy agent might 
pick up from casual conversations 
among Canadians probably would be 
harmless, there is always the possi- 
bility that some item useful to the 
enemy might be relayed. 

There aiso is the possibility of the 
enemy obtaining a shrewd notion of 
certain developments in the Canadian 
war effort by carefully sifting and 
comparing a great mass of items col- 
lected from different parts of the 


country. 


Pioneer ot Town 
Passes at Ripe Age 


Many of the old-timers will regret 
to learn that Mr. Alfred Broadhurst, 
an old-timer of the Wainwright dis- 
trict, passed away in an Edmonton 
hospital on March 17th. 

Mr. Broadhurst, who was born in 
England in 1864, came to, what was 
then Denwood in 1906. An architect 
by profession, he designed and built, 
among other buildings, the first 
Wainwright Hotel, which was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1929. 

In 1914 he went to Wabamun, 
where he built the Wabamun Hotel 
and he has made that town his home

His last resting place is in the 
churchyard of one of these (Rexboro 
Churenh) a.few miles north of the

First Crop Report 
Bank ot Montreal 


The opening of the farm season 
sees the first crop report from the 
Bank of Montreal, which, says that in 
general pastures and orchards have 
come through th» winter in satisfac- 
tory condition, winter damage on 
truck farms and gardens appears to 
be negligible, livestock has wintered 
well, and as a whole spring opérations 
on the land, while late over large 
areas, now appear to be getting away 
te a favorable start. In the Pacific 
‘Coast area the season is about two 
weeks ahead of normal, while every- 
where east of the Rockies it is some 
two weeks later than normal. As re- 
gards the Prairie Provinces, seeding, 
delayed for a time by wet, weather, is 
now well under way in Manitoba and 
parts of Saskatchewan, and has begun 
in Alberta. On the whole, surface 
moisture on the Prairies is sufficient 
to ensure germination, but subsoil re- 
Serve3 are low over most of Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan, and timely 
rains will be throughout the 
growing season. ‘In Quebec, spring 
has opencd slowly and land vi Me is 
not yet general; a good average 
.|of maple sugar is indicated. In! ted 
tario seeding, already begun, will 
shortly be general, but vegetation has 
shown little growth as yet. In the 
Maritime Provinces work on the land 
has not comnienced. In British Co- 
lumbia transplauting of tomato plants 
and seeding and planting geénerally, 
are well advanced and normal bloom 
in orchards is reported. 

Spring operations in Alberta have 
barely commenced owing to wet wea- 
ther and seeding will, be at least two 
weeks later than last year, which was 
ayerage. Moisture conditions are sat- 
isfactory and favorable weather, will 
ensure quick germination. The acre- 
age seeded is dependent upon the ra- 
pidity with which operations can pro- 
ceed, but if not further retarded little | 
change from last year is anticipated. | 
Pasturage is good.

Warn Motorists 
ot Traftic Laws 


Advent of the spring driving sea- 
son makes it all the more necessary 
for motorists to give strict attention 
to traffic regulations, according to of- 
ficials of the Alberta Motor Associa- 
tion. 

Just how necessary that observance 
is was demonstrated in a survey tak- 
en recently by an organization in an 
Alberta city. 

Automobile offences reported in 
that city in two and a half months of 
this year included the following: fail- 
ing to observe the stop lights. and 
signs, 133; incorrect signal, 52; reck- 
less driving, 42; improper parking, 22; 
“U” turn and obstructing traffic, 14; 
passing standing street car, one. 

During a safety campaign, there 
were so many reports received as to 
incorrect signalling and turning from 
traffic lanes that recording of these 
instances was discontinued. 

Officials of the A.M.A. stress the 
need for careful observance of traffic 
regulations in all parts of this prov- 
ince. Only in this way will Atberta’s 
accident toll, which included 72 deaths 
and 789, persons injured last year, be 
reduced.

MAGNETIC MINE 


By a Naval Correspondent 


(Released by Censor) 


Magnetic niines are laid on the sea 
bottom, and are only eifective if the 
ships passing over them are inside 
the danger area of the explosion. They 
are useless in depths of 300 feet or| 
more, and are thus complementary. to 
the ordinary moored mines ‘oating 
beneath the surface and designed to | 
fire on 2 ship striking them. The 
development and laying of magnetic 
mines forced Britain to provide spe- 
cial methods of clearance over and 
above the ordinary sweeping of the 
moored mines. |

CANADIAN 
NATIONAL 
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FOREIGN EXCHANGE ACQUISITION ORDER 
IMPORTANT NOTICE 


‘As announced by the Minister of Finance, the Foreign Exchange Acquisi- 
tion Order, 1940, has been enacted by Order-in- Council under the authority 
of the War Measures Act. 


Unless exempted by the Order, every resident of Canada who, on May 
1st, 1940, has any foreign currency in his possession, ownership or control, 
whether in Canada or outside Canada, is required forthwith to sell such 
foreign currency to an Authorized Dealer (i.e. a branch of a chartered 
bank) for payment in Canadian dollars at the official buying rate of the 
Foreign Exchange Control Board. 


“Foreign currency”, for the purposes of the Order, means any cur- 
rency (excluding coin) other than Canadian currency and includes bank 
notes, postal notes, money orders, cheques, travellers’ cheques, prepaid let- 
ters of credit, bank drafts and other similar instruments payable in any 
currency other than Canadian currency, and also includes any amount in 
foreign currency of which a resident has a right to obtain payment by rea- 
son of a deposit, credit or balance of any kind at or with a bank, savings 
bank, trust company, lean company, stockbroker, investment dealer or 
other similar depository. 


The Order does not require the sale of any foreign securities. 


The Order does not affect any foreign currency, deposit or securities 
of any non-resident of Canada and for greater certainty the Order ex- 
pressly declares that a non-resident visiting Canada for business or pleas- 
ure for a period or periods not exceeding six months in the year continues 
to be. a non-resident for the purposes of the Order unless such person 
enipee nd has entered Canada with the intention of becoming a permanent 
residen 


No resident is required to sell any foreign currency if he satisfies 
the Foreign Exchange Control Board that he held such foreign currency 
on May ist, 1940, solely as trustee or agent for a non-resident and that 
the non-resident’s interest therein had not been acquired from a resident 
since September 15th, 1939, except in a manner approved by the Board. 


Under certain conditions stipulated in Section 1 (b) of the Order, 
a resident who is not a Canadian ‘citizen may be granted exemption, but 
only after application for exemption is approved by the Board. 


No life insurance company incorporated in Canada is required by the 
Order to sell any foreign currency which it needs for the purpose of carry- 
ing on its business outside Canada. 


Further particulars may be obtained from branches of chartered 
banks. Any resident who has any foreign currency in his possession, 
ownership or control on May Ist, 1940, regardless of amount, should con- 
sult his bank at once in order to ascertain the extent to which he is 
affected by the Order.
